I.ittle children shout when 
they see them coming down the road, 
and the aged, recognizing the step, look 
up and say: “Doctor, is that you?" 
They stand between our families and 
the grave, lighting back the troops of 
disorder that come up from their en¬ 
campment by the cold river. No one 
hears such thanks as the doctor bears. 
They are eyes to the blind, they are 
feet to the lame, their path Is strewn 
with the benedictions of those whom 
they have befriended.

Thorcati. of Michigan, us he has for 
many years Hv».l alone with his dog* 
jn * cottage on the shore of Gogiiuc 
Jake, summer, winter and every sea- 
ion. spending his time iu fishing and 
hunting and in the study of books uud 
nature. 

A passionate regard for nature ha* 
fed this unique clergy man to live among 
the flowers and trees, the birds and 
animals of the woods. Years of botan¬ 
ical training made it possible for him 
to understand the flower* which he 
plucks by the roadside or in the fielii- 
•or forests. Never doe* a day pass that 
the venerable character, with hi* fl*k- 
pole, may not be seen wending Ids 
way to tho water's edge for hi- cus¬ 
tomary fish. His expert knowledge of 
angling makes him known among fish¬ 
ermen as “Our Iziiak Walton." and h** 
live* out hi* title.
